whether such regulation is general 
or limited in its scope and applica- 
tion.”

Sections 38, 4, 5, 6, 7 and 8 of the 
for the method of ap- 
peals on questions of jurisdiction 
and of law from decisions of the 
public utility board to the appellate 
division of the supreme court.

While the above variety, even at its 
best, is not pure enough as yet to 
qualify either as Registered 
or as Extra No, 1 seed, yet it is con 
sidered good enough in these ens 
where the fields have been ap- 
proved, to permit a comparison to 
be made between it and other varie- 
ties grown in the district. Elite 
Stock seed, which is the basis of all 
Registered Seed, is being developed 
as rapidly as possible, but it will he 
at least a couple of years before 
this class of seed will be available 
in sufficient quantity to provide 
those who wish to produce Regist- 
ered Seed with enough to make a 
reasonable start in the production 
of the latter class of seed,
